Wails and Shrioks at Court's 
Decision. 
San Franetsvo, August ‘10. 

A dramatic sone was enacted in United 
States Commissioner Heacock’s court room 
whon_it finally darned upon tho. twenty- 
four Chinese who deserted the German hy 
Volosan, that they would have to go ack 
to tho vessel, They had listened with |- 
anxious faces while the nogotiatious were 
mado between tha Chinese vice consul and 
the German counul. 

Whon their ropreséntative. finally ou- 
nounced that he.had done all he could for 
thom and their easé was hopeless a con- 
eerted wail of dospair went through the 
court room. Some of the Chineso throw’ 
themselves on thoirknees before tho vice 
consul and wildly implored him_.to save 
them from n voynge back to China on the
